SVEDISH-ALDED CHILDREN'S HOSPITAL<—-Hanet, 14 Mar (VNA)~-The new children's hospital 
in Hanoi built with technical and financial assistance from the Swedish Government 
ie one of the biggest and most-up-to-date of ite kind in Vietnam.

GUIDELINES SUGGESTED FOR IMPROVING PLANNING

[Text] Betadlished in October 1955, our State Planning Commission is now 25 
years old. The past quarter century have been marked by tremendous achievements in 
the planning of the national economy in our country (for 20 years in the North and 

5 years on a nationwide scale following the total liberation of the South) and 
provided us with extremely rich experiences, thereby making an important contribution 


The Concept of a Planning Mechanism in the Initial Stage of the Period of Transition 


Our country's first state plan, the 1956 state plan, was ratified by the Council 

of Ministers on 26 December 1955. Since then, we have formulated and implemented 
one }-year plan (1958-1960), two 5-year plans (1961-1965 and 1976-1980) and yearly 
mg this 25 year period, a period in which there was very littie 

time economic development, we carried out planning under the circumstances of 


four times (1965, 1968, 1972 and 1975) and, even when the North was at peace, the 
South was fighting a war against the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys, 
consequently, supplying manpower and materie] for the war to liberate the South 
still constituted a significant portion of the planning mechanism. This special 
situation surrounding the process of planning the national ecomomy in our country 
is one of the reasons for the weaknesses in planning. 


It must be stated that the planning of the national economy in our country as 
carried out over the past 25 years has been necessary and has conformed with laws 
because, as the founders of Marxism-Leninism pointed out, when the two necessary 
premises exist, the establishment of the dictatorship of the proletariat and the 
formation of socialist production relations with public ownership of the instruments 
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of production, the development of the national economy in a planned and balanced 
manner is both possible and inevitable. Of course, as is the case with everything 
@lee, the planning of the national economy in our country has developed from the 
Simple and the rudimentary and become more comprehensive and stable, and the quality 
of this planning can only be raised gradually. Facts have clearly shown that, over 
the past 25 years, this work has led to many achievements and made tremendous 
contributions to the implementation of the party's line on socialist transformation 
and socialist construction. This can be summarised in the following pointe: 


—As regards the economy of the North, planning made positive contributions to the 
victory of socialist transformation and the establishment of the socialist system 
of ownership under the two forms of national and collective ownership. By 1975, 
99.7 percent of the fixed assets within the material production sector belonged

The new 
economic structure is being formed. The distribution of labor by sector and area 
has begun to be implemented. A corps of economic cadres and technical cadres and 
workers has been established. The material life of the people has gradually been 
improved and marked progress has been made in their cultural life. 


--In particular, even in the war of resistance against the United States for national 
salvation and despite the very fierce war of destruction, planning was maintained 
under suitable forms and measures, promptly supported the reorientation of the 
economy and closely coordinated the economy with the defense of the nation ani the 
defense of the nation with the economy, thereby insuring victory over the war of 
destruction of the U.S. imperialists, actively supporting the struggle to liberate 


the South and supporting the requirement of continuing to build socialism in the 
North. 


4, When the South was totally liberated and the country was reunified in terms of 
state administration, planning was expanded to a nationwide scale and made positive 
contributions to socialist transformation and socialist construction throughout the 
country. 


Clearly, in the process of building socialism and advancing our country's economy 

from private ownership of the instruments of production to a socialist economy based 
on national ownership and collective ownership and in the process of advancing from

development and balances and especially by arranging the structure of capital 
investaents, redistributing labor by sector ani area, establishing the relationship 
between the accumulation of capital and consumption and so forth. 


— system of plans encompassing 5-year plans, yearly plans and, during war tine, 
quarterly plans and monthly plans, has been established to promptly support the 
leadership and guidance of economic construction and development by the party and 
state. A system of methods for formulating the plans of the economic ani cultural 
sectors, the provinces and municipalities, the districts, enterprises, cooperatives 
and so forth has been established. ihe system of economic -technical norms and 
quotas and the system of balances have gradually been perfected. These systems of 
methods and charts have had the effect of unifying planning methods in the various 
sectors and levels, gradually putting planning procedures on a regular basis and 
supporting the effort to formulate, integrate and the guide the implementation of 
plans. 


~-“The system of planning organizations from the central to the basic levels, the 
function of which is to serve as the economic staff of the party organizations and 
governments on the various levels, has been established. The political and 








However, as it advances, our country's economy is encountering a mumber of difficulties, 
the largest of which are the slow development of production, the serious imbalance of 
the economy, very low economic returns and labor productivity and many difficulties 


production to meet consumer demands, the many upheavals caused by the 
time to peace time and continuous, severe natural disasters at a time 
contend with two wars of aggression unleashed by the Chinsse 
ionaries, we have also displayed shortcomings of our own in planning, in the 


Analyzing the weaknesses in planning, the resolution of the ‘Sth Plenum of the 4th 
Party Central Committee stated: “Planning is characterized by bureaucratic 
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centralisn, is restrictive and does not tap the initiative of the installations, 
localities and sectors. Plans are neither positive nor dependable in nature, Some 
norms cannot be met.” The resolution of the 6th ruenum of the 4th Party Central 
Committee stated: "“‘he formulation of economic plans is still characterised by 
bureaucratic centralisa, lacks a practical and soclentific basis, does not closely 
coordinate planning with the use of the market, does not give full attention to 
strengthening and developing the state-operated eo nomy and the collective economy 
and does not give attention to making correct use of the private economic segment 
and the national bourgeoisie (in the South). We have been slow to correct the 
Sluggishness and conservativisea in the formulation of specific economic and 
financial policies designed to stimulate the development of production.” 


Why are there such weaknesses in our planning eod what must be done to oc rect then? 
In our opinion, these are extremely complica e. problems requiring thorough, 
comprehensive analysis, problems that cannot be resolved in a simplified manner 
because they are related to the object of planning, the national economy, and to 
Planning iteelf. 


Let us examine our country's economy at this time to see which characteristics 

must be given attention in planning or, in other wrds, see how these characteristics 
influence the stages and rate of development as well as the balances within the 
economy. We maintain that a thorough analysis of these characteristics is of 

very important significance because, in reality, the weaknesses of planning in our 
country at this time have one principal cause, namely, the lack of analysis or 

the failure to very deeply analyze the characteristics of our country's socio- 
economic situation in the present stage. 


rhe 4th Congress of the Party described the three major characteristics of our 
country's revolution on entering the stage of nationwide socialist construction. 
Since then, each characteristic has developed ami changed. [he problem we face 

is that we must thoroughly analyze these characteristics and, on this basis, reach 
Conclusions that influence planning, both in tems of its content and methods. 


The 4th Congress of the Party described the most important characteristic as “our 
country is in the process of advancing from a society in which the economy is 
predominately one of small-scale production directly to socialism, bypassing the 
stage of capitalist development.” In other words, we are still in the initial 
period of the transition from small-scale production to large-scale socialist 
production; specifically: production forces are still primarily small-scale in 
nature (some large-scale production is being established) and production relations 
are still characterised by many different economic segments. This means that we 
are planning an economy in which the level of development of production forces is 
still very low and material-technical bases are backward (many were also damaged in 
war), consequently, although our country's economy has much potential, production is 
still at a very low level of development and the social product and national incom 
are very small, too small to meet needs. In the planning of the development of the 
economy in the present situation, attention must be given to the following: a) we 
must insure the gradual formation of an efficient econamic structure based on the 
line of the party (that is, we must plan the reorganization of production) with 
appropriate economic relations among the economic sectors and areas, among the 
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fer caplie, Loweetwents, be etlil wery limited; seme primary materiale for 
predvetion and cenetlrvetion are fet balanced with Lavestment needs and the need to 
make full vee of production capacity; financial activities and money are imbalanced, 
she lives of Use working people, especially sanual workers and civil servarte, are 
lives of very many shorlages, Many negative phemomens are ocourring in society. 
hese are very Laportent matters Wat gust be very deeply evaluated and analysed in 
Planhing ectivities in our country in the present stage. From the situations 
mentioned above, the following several pointe can be drawn: 


— 6 unter of years © com, Whe economy will be seriously lebalanced ani 
material capebliities will be wery Limited; time le needed to achieve stabilisation, 
Gonmequentiy, Ue planning of Ue scale and rate of economic development, especially 
the soale of Lnvestmente in capital construction, aust be carefully balanced with 
the comfitions needed to lnplement thie planning. In view of the fact that supply 
Gapebliities are limited, especially the supply of raw materials, building materiais 
an enercy, Whe planning of preguetion and construction gust take practical economic 
feturne inte full conpideration and reflect an attitude of practicing thorough 


economy; Cost accounting must be practioed with every planning decision. 





~<The economy iteel! ic very diverse, encompassing levels of development that are 
very dissiallar both in term of production forces and production relations; small- 
seale production is very widespread (and even the level of small-scale production 
differs from one area to another within the country), there are some large-scale 
production installations, production relations differ among the economic units, etc. 
As & result, planhing must involve the we of forms and methods that are consistent 
with Ue characteristics of each sector, each area, each type economy and each 
economic segment on the basis of the common principles of socialist planning; 

theese forme 466 methods cannot be applied in the same way to each sector, area, 
type of economy and econemic segment. 


in view of these Garscteristios of the economy, wat should our concept of the 
Planning meohanise in our country be? 


in Uhe present stage, we are planning af econmpmy that is predominately an econony 
of small-scale production and consists of aany different segments. [his seans that 
planning if our Country must help to create the very thing that is being planned so 
that planning can be carried out smoothly; otherwise, the formation of plans, 

the guidance of the inmplementation of plans and, in particular, the estatl ishment 
of talances, relationships and so forth cannot be carried out in exact accordance 
with the line of the party. It is clear that we cannot conceive of planning with 
economic white that are decentralised, frageented and aiscellaneous in nature that 
engage in small-soale commodity production with virtually no specialization or 
cooperation at ali, with emall unite whose instruments of production are under 
4ifferent forms of ownership. in our country at this time, using primarily the 
tool of planning in coordination with the other economic tools, we must plan the 
reorganization of the entire systerm of social production, rearrange and ad just the 
strveture of the economy and take the initiative in establishing a division of labor 
ami cooperation among unite, economic sectors, economic areas, economic segments 
and so forth. As Le Duan pointed outs “The most iaportant characteristic of 
economic management in our country is that we are sanaging an ecomomy that is 
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advancing [rom small-scale production to large-scale socialist production, Boonomic 
management must be designed to stimulate and create favorable conditions for the 
rapid development of Wie process and the creation of the structure of large-scale 
production at an early date."(1) With regard to this matter, planning reflects the 
very highly creative and self-conscious activities of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat and collective ownership and reflects our concept concerning the 
socialist revolution in our country as — process of comprehensive and profound change 
to abolish the old and build the new from top to bottom, create new production 
forces, create new production relations, create a new economic base, create a 

new superstructure and so forth, 


Another matter that gust be given attention is that the economic unite in our 
society today belong to many different economic segments an’ these economic 
segments operate under different economic laws and have different interests. As 
we all know, these various types of economic laws lave 4 simultaneous impact and 
include the economic laws of socialism, the universal economic laws of each 
different socio-economic form and the economic laws of a number of different socio- 
economic forms. These economic laws influence one another, with the economic laws 
of socialism playing the dominant role. This is readily accepted by everyone. 
However, the matter to which attention gust be given is that the scope and degree 
of impact of the economic laws of socialism oan only be broadened and increased to 
the extent that the socialist production relations are strengthened and improved 
and the level of development of production forces is raised; therefore, in the 
initial stage of the period of transition, when production forces are still 
primarily based on small-scale production and manual, backward techniques and there 
are still many different economic segments, the economic laws of socialism cannot 
display their full superiority; their scope and force of impact upon the national 
economy is still limited. ‘his is not to mention our understanding of and ability 
to apply these laws. The same holds true with the application of the law of 
Planned and balanced economic development and the other laws of socialism in 
planning. In such a situation, it is even more necessary to deeply understand and 
apply in a well coordinated manner the system of econmaic laws in order to support 
Planning, including the law of value. There are many different opinions concerning 
the scope and extent of the application of these laws. In our opinion it can be 
said that, under the conditions of our country at this time, now that the 
dictatorship of the proletariat and the system of collective ownership are in 
existence, the socialist economy is playing the dominant role and the soope of 
impact of the basic economic law of socialism is constantly being expanded, we can 
make conscious use of the law of value to regulate the production and the distribution- 
cireulation of goods and support the law of planned and balanced economic develop- 
ment. We maintain that this is both necessary and beneficial; moreover, it is an 
objective necessity. ihe analysis presented above leads to the conclusion that, 

in order to organize social production and create the new economic structure of 
large-scale socialist production, planning in the initial stage of this period of 
transition must involve the effective application of the system of economic laws 
that now have an effect in society in a manner consistent with the specific 
characteristics of production relations and production forces. This application 
of these laws is designed to insure that the economy operates in exact accordance 
with the line of the party and, in this process, socialist production relations 
will be strengthened, production forces will be developed and the material conditions 
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will be created for constantly inoreasing the impact of the economic laws of 
soclalian and gradually increasing the effectiveness of planning. lBvery 
manifestation of being subjective, of disregarding these laws as well as the 
practice of formulating plans in precisely the same manner instead of relying 
upon the specific conditions of each economic sector and each economic segment 
will have the result of weakening the plan iteelf and reducing the effectiveness 
of all planning. 


In Light of how the matter has been presented above, we conceive of the planning 
mechaniem in our country in the initial stage of the period of transition from 
emall-soale production to large-scale socialist production as a dynamic mechanisa 
that effectively applies the system of economic laws (and the achievements of 
modern science and technology as well) in forms, modes, methods, organisations and 
so forth that are suited to the characteristics of the objects of planning, thereby 
putting the economy on a stable footing, constantly increasing ite rate of growth 
and gradually forming the new economic structure of large-scale socialist production 
in accordance with the line of the party. In the present stage, the following 

two types of requirements can be set forth for the planning mechanism in our 
country: 


First, we must have a truly deep understanding of the economic construction line 

of the party in order to insure that the economic structure is the best possible 
structure for this stage; this means that we must reorganize social production 

and organize the development of the various sectors, areas, economic segments and 

so forth in relationships of a division of labor and cooperation, on efficient scales 
and at efficient rates with a view toward producing a large social product and 

large national income with the lowest possible expenditures. This is the 
concretigation of the correct line and policy of the party in the form of specific 


@oa@ls and norms of the plan in production as well as in distribution and circulation, 


Secondly, we must correctly apply the system of objective economic laws, develop 

each economic potential as highly as possible and uphold the right of collective 
ownership of the working people in the formulation and implementation of plan norms 
as highly as possible, that is, we must insure that the plan is truly an effective 
tool for managing the econony, thereby insuring that we meet the goals of developing 
production, raising labor productivity, improving product quality, reducing production 
costs and, in particular, raising economic returns. 


In view of our conception of the planning mechanism as presented above, we feel 


that the basic guidelines for the building of the planning mechanism in our country 
in the present stage can be as follows: 


a) We should strongly shift to the socialist mode of business, use the plan as the 
primary tool and, at the same time, widely and correctly apply market relations 

and commodity-money relations, thereby overcoming the administrative-bureaucratic 
style of planning, which is not consistent with the realities of economic life, does 
not provide incentive for workers to produce with enthusiasm and, as a result, 
reduces the legal effect of the plan. Planning itself consists of managing the 
economy by means of plans that have high legal force and of the use of measures 

and tools in the nature of levers in order to have an indirect impact (also called 
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indirect planning) upon the objects of planning. In both of these cases, because 
commodity production and many different economic segments still exist in socialist 
soclety, especially during the initial stage, using commodity-money relations and 
market relations in accordance with the guidelines of the state plan is an objective 
necessity. It must be emphasised that these relations should not only be utilised 
with regard to those segments of the economy outside the state-operated segment, 
but should also be utilised within the state-operated segment of the economy as 
well, the place that implements direct planning; this, too, is very necessary. 

Of course, we must also take determined steps to overcome the tendency to reduce 
the role of the plan and overemphasize the impact of commodity-money relations 
and market relations. 


b) we should broaden the planning independence of the sectors, localities and 
installations on the basis of maintaining centralived planning on the central level. 
This is an expression of the principle of democratic centraliem in planning. In 
view of our country's present situation, the important factor here is to determine 
what the central level must control and how it must exercise this control and what 
should be left to the lower echelons to plan under the management of the upper 
echelon. he common principle should continue to be examining economic returns. 
In our opinion, in view of the present condition of our country's economy, it is 
necessary to manage the plans of thos elements of the ecomomy that are directly 
planned more tightly and heighten the legal nature of these plans while taking 
Compulsory measures to insure compliance with uwese plans and emphasizing rights 
and obligations. As regards those elements of the economy that are not directly 
planned, the locality, sector and im tallation should be allowed to establish the 
necessary balance with the state having an impact by means of the various levers, 
such as taxes, the collection of profits, the granting of loans and so forth. At 
present, we should further increase the planning authority of enterprises and 
cooperatives in conjunction with further heightening their responsibility to 
implement the plan assigned by the upper level. 


c) Wwe should strengthen every aspect of planning law, from the formulation to the 
implementation of plans, in order to correct the problems of rights and obligations 
not being clearly defined, of plans not being formulated in accordance with the 
legal norms assigned by the upper level, of failing to deliver products in accordance 
with the plan and so forth. Planning law must be compulsory in nature and provide 
incentive for units and individuals to implement their plans well; at the same tine, 
it has a very important impact upon those portions of the economy that are not 
directly regulated by the plan. Planning relations are not simply administrative, 
one-way relations, but are two-way relations encompassing both rights and obligations 
between the upper and lower levels. Importance must be attached to responsibility 
and obligations of the lower level to the upper level and of the upper level to 

the lower level, especially basic units (for example, when plans are being assigned, 
the material factors needed to implement them must also be made available). 


in summary, to insure the completion of the three basic and pressing tasks set forth 
by our Party Central Committee (stabilizing the life of the people, building the 
material-technical bases of socialism and strengthening the national defense and 
security systems), we must make fundamental improvements in planning, must establish 
@ planning mechanism that is consistent with the characteristics of our country's 
economic situation in the present stage. This can be summarized as follows: 
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As regards plan objectives, it ls necessary to concentrate more on the key, most 
pressing objectives and, with regard to these key objectives, plans must be better 
balanced along realistic lines, especially with regard to capital investments. This 
means that we should not spread ourselves thinly and attempt to meet requlrenentse 
that actual capabliities prevent us from meeting but it also does not mean that 

we draw back, rather, we must concentrate on key objectives, objectives that will 
bring about rapid development on the basis of well coordinated, realistic talances. 
Of course, this also means that we must lower, postpone or eliminate altogetier 
requirements that cannot be met, even though they might by reasonable. 


Ae regards the planning mechanism, it is necessary to base it on the socialist 

mode of business and use the plan as the primary tool while correctly applying 
commodity-money relations and market relations, using the market mechanism to 
supplement the plan. [his means that we gust further increase the legal force of 
the plan so that it truly is 4 lever and plays the primary role in the effort 

to advance the economy from small-scale production to large-scale socialist 
production. at the same time, we must use the market to support socialist 
construction. Besides the plan norms that are carefully balanced, there must be 

a system of flexible levers that are applied in a manner consistent with the 
characteristics of each economic sector and segment and which focus on supportire 
the implementation of the tasks and objectives of the state plan. VUoncerning this 
point, Le Duan pointed out that if “we try to embrace everything in planning, if 

we practice bureaucratic centraliem and turn the plan and economic management into 
purely administrative jobs in an attempt to plan each and every production and 
tusiness activity in society and do not make bold use, to some extent, of the 
regulation imposed by society through the activities of the market, we shall divorce 
ourselves from the economic realities of our country, restrict production capacity, 
impede the creative talents of the massee and make it more difficult to satisfy the 
essential daily needs of the people."( 2) 


A Number of Specific Matters 


Above, we presented several thoughts on the objective bases that are needed to build 
a dynamic planning mechanism, one that is comistent with the characteristics of 

our country's economic situation in the present stage and tried to present several 
basic guidelines for building this mechanism. In actuality, the implementation of 
this mechanism demands that many specific problems regarding ite form, method, 
organization, cadres and so forth be resolved, and these problems must be resolved 
in a well coordinated manner, in a manner in which they are very closely linked to 
one another within the socio-economic management wechanisna. 


Within the scope of this article, we shall only deal with some of the very many 
specific matters that must be researched. 


Applying Market Relations and Commodity-Money Relations in Planning 


Concerning the market, market relations and the application of market relations in 
planning, many opinions have been presented, some of which are accurate. In our 
opinion, however, there are still some matters pertaining to theoretical concepts 
that have not been thoroughly discussed and must be the subject of a more thorough 
exchange of opinions. 
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In our opinion, the market can be understood as an objective economic category 
that reflects, in an integrated manner, the political, economic and social 
oormditions surrounding the consumption of products within a commodity economy. 
Thus, when talking about the market, we are also talking about the field of the 
Glroulation of goods. Market relations are the relations that exist in the 
process of carrying reproduction through marketing activities under the conditions 
in which the system of production is still commodity production. 


lf we understand these categories in this aanner, we must, in the actual process of 
applying these relations, dil erentiate between the market as an objective economic 
category and the market as an object to be managed. Thus, when we talk abat 
“applying market relations in planning,” we are talking about an economic category, 
about the buying, selling and exchange of commodities, which aust be taken into 
consideration throughout the process of formulating and iaplementing plans. When 
we talk about the market as something to be managed, we must consider such matters 
as the market within the plan, the market outside the plan, the organised market, 
the unorganived market (also called the free market), control of the market, market 


management, etc. 


In our society, the plan and the market are not in opposition to each other; the 
market must be planned, this includes the organized market, which is directly planned 
(the planned market) as well as the unorganised market which, although not directly 
planned (the market outside the plan), gust also be given consideration when 
integrating and balancing plans. he plan plays the role of directly regulating the 
largest and most important component of the economy for the purpose of meeting the 
primary needs of production, daily life and the defense of the nation. As regards 
the remaining portion of the market, which consiste of products that are not primary 
products, of products that are very diverse but which, although not basic, are 
indispensable to the economy and the daily lives of the people and which the state 
cannot and need not manage and plan, it is both neceseary and possible to take the 
initiative and wee market relations and apply the law of value to regulate the 
production, distribution and circulation of these products. As regards that 

portion of the economy which is directly planned, we must also make correct use of 
market relations with a view toward heightening the display of initiative and 
responsibility in production and business on the part of production units with a 
view toward encouraging the use of cost accounting. 





During the next several years, due to the need to concentrate our efforts on 
accelerating the production of grain, food products, consumer goods and export 

goods and, most importantly, on developing the potentials of the collective economy, 
the private economy (of farmers, artisans and handicraftemen) and some national 
bourgeoisie in the South, it will be even more important to coordinate planning with 
the use of market relations in order to make full use of the capabilities of each 
economic segment for the purpose of producing many products for society. 


The coordination of planning with the use of market relations is partially achieved 
by means of formulating plan norms and regulating relationships through planning, 
such as establishing guidelines for production, capital investments, the supplying 
of materials and so forth. However, this coordination is primarily achieved through 
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the Lmplementation of various policies and regulations in the flelda of the 
production, distribution and ciroulation of products. [herefore, the coordination 
of planning with the use of market relations demands that the formulation of plans 
be closely coordinated with researching and formulating policies ani regulations 
(governing both production and distribution-cireou) .tion), especially policies on 
prices, profit distribution, taxes, sarket management and so forth. 


ln order to coordinate planning with the we of market relations, the following 
epecific steps oan be taken: 


~-We oan research needs in order to lay the basis for the formulation of plans, 
determine which pressing needs must be met (in production, everyday life and the 
defense of the nation) and adopt appropriate policies for guiding consumption. 


~-We can research and issue liste of products to be managed and planned by the 
various levels. 


~-We oan revise the system of legal plan norms along simplified lines in which these 
norms are coordinated with the division of labor and echelons for the management 
and planning of products, the norms on obligations are closely linked to the norms 
on providing the material conditions needed to perform these tasks and taks norms 
are closely linked to the interests of unite and producers. In particular, we 

must research ways to improve the assignment of plan norms to the non-state-operated 
segments of the economy and to the localities in the South in view of the fact that 
many non-soclalist economic segments still exist. 


-=-In the effort to balance the plan, attention must be given to closely linking the 
material resources balance to the value balance, using the financial and monetary 
balances to check and supplement the material resources balance. The various value 
balances are established at the same time as the material resources balance. 


~-We must make widespread us of economic contracts, considering the economic 
contract to be an important basis in the formulation and integration of plans and 
a positive measure for stimulating the implementation of plans. Two-way economic 
contracts must be used to establish the relationship between the state and farmers 
in the purchasing of agricultural products and the supplying of materials and 
consumer goods. 


--Specific policies must be adopted in order to correctly implement the decision to 
give production installations (enterprises, cooperatives and production teams of 
private artisans and handicraftemen) the authority to market som of the products 
they produce outside their plan (if these products are not purchased by state- 
operated commerce or marketing cooperatives) .( 3) 


ihe use of commodity-money relations and market relations in planning demands the 
research and promulgation of a system of policies and regulations that act as 

levers upon the economic sectors, areas and economic segments throughout the planning 
process, from the formulation to the implementation of plans. The important element 
here is how to properly coordinate the three interests (the interests of society, 

the interests of the collective and the interests of the individual worker); if these 
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are coordinated well, they will have a strong impact in stimulating increased labor 
productivity, the production of sore products for society and the saving of labor 
and supplies in production and construction. All three of these interests are very 
important and all three are closely linked to one another. Over the long rangs, 
the interests of the state are of most decisive iaportance; however, under present 
Conditions, more attention should, in our opinion, be given to the interests of 
the worker. To resolve this problem, we need not reduce accumulation and increase 
consumption, rather, we oan redistribute national income; specifically, we oan 
distribute the consumption fund in a reasonable manner among the various strata of 
the people, thereby eliminating sweeping subsidies and averagisa and truly 
laplementing the principle of distribution in accordance with labor. 


At present, there are many policies and regulations which the Party Central Committee 
has said must be revised or promulgated anew; however, this research and 
promulgation have been carried out slowly and, in some cases, there is not full 
adhere ce to the spirit of policies. These involve problems regarding prices, 

wages, profit distribution within enterprises, income distribution within cooperatives 
and so forth and have led to such phenomena as doing as one sees fit, liberalisa 

and the failure to strictly comply with plans. Experience has shown that these 
policies and regulations must be researched and promulgated in a manner in which 
they are coordinated with the planning period (at present, for example, it is 
necessary to quickly research these policies and regulations so that they can 

be implemented in the third 5-year plan, the 1981-1985 plane; only in this way can 
policies and regulations become a factor in the balancing of plans and help to 
insure the realistic nature of plans. 


One current problem is that the unorganised market is growing in a manner that is 
not advantageous to the work of building the socialist economy; this raises the 
question of how the socialist state can control and manage the market better. We 
maintain that the cause of this growth in the unorganised market is not the policy 
of coordinating planning with the use of market relations, but the slowness with 
which specific policies have been adopted for strongly developing the dominant 

role of the state-operated economy and state-operated commerce in order to make 
correct use of market relations and, at the same time, tightly manage the 
unorganised market. As regards planning, the pressing need at this time is to 
Clearly establish which products are managed and by each echelon and which 
products can be traded on the unorganized market (that is, which products can be 
regulated by the market in terms of supply and demand). Closely linked to these 
regulations are the tax policy, the price policy ani so forth in order to manage 

the unorganized market and closely coordinate economic measures with administrative 
measures and ideological education. Through the use of well coordinated ani effective 
measures, we are fully capable of using the unorganised market, thereby increasing 
the variety of products and satisfying consumer needs of the people which the 

plan need not or cannot satisfy. Of course, we sust very harshly punish speculators, 
haorders and smugglers. 


Establishing the Relationship Among the Three Planning Levels (the Central, Local 
and Basic) Along the Lines of Broadening the Independence of the Installations and 
District Units 


We are all aware of the position of decisive importance occupied by the basic level. 
The problem we face is that, in our country at this time, together with achieving 
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appropriate centralisation on the central level ami within the sectors to insure 
that the central level truly controls those portions of the plan that must be 
centralised and the primary balances, it is necessary to appropriately expand the 
independence of the basic level. At present, we are experiencing bureaucratic 
centraliam (in the management and planning mechaniams) and decentralisation (in 
the organisational structure). There is much evidence that can te cited concerning 
the decentralisation and in the deployment of the balances of the plan, such as 

in the distribution of money for capital investaents, the distribution of supplies, 
the distribution of commodities and so forth. There are also the phenomena of 
localisa, of not fully complying with the plan to turn over local products to the 
central level (including products produced with raw aaterials supplied by the 
central level) and retaining these products for consumption within the locality. 
This situation must be corrected by means of clear regulations contained within 
the supply and commodity liste of the various sectors and levels, by means of 
Clearly establishing legal codes requiring compliance with the plan norms assigned 
by the upper level, etc. 


At present, in our opinion, we should broaden the independence of the basic level 
in planning. The management and planning of the upper level must be oriented 
toward promptly resolving the problems of the basic level. We must create every 
possible condition for the basic level to truly be the master of its plan, to 

take the initiative in formulating and implementing its plan on the basis of 

the specific conditions of the unit and in accordance with the guidelines of the 
state plan, thereby insuring the completion of the tasks assigned by the upper 
level, developing the potentials of the unit well and producing more ami nore 
products. When assigning control figures, the upper level must clearly state which 
tasks must be completed by the installation and how many materials and how much 
money it can supply in order to provide a reliable basis for the lower level to use 
in the formulation of its plan. 


Among the various types of basic economic units, it is first of all necessary to 
improve planning at the state-operated enterprises because of the dominant position 
and role of the state-operated economy within the entire national economy. On the 
basis of the plan control figures assigned by the upper level, state-operated 
industrial enterprises must be given the authority to organize the entire plan of 
their unit and the authority to formulate their plan for producing products which 
are not managed by the state and for which the state does not provide supplies, 
products produced by developing local sources of raw materials and making full use 
of discarded materials and rejected products. State-operated industrial enterprises 
must have the authority to determine how the various specific balances will be 
established in order to insure the implementation of the plan, with importance 
attached to the plans for applying scientific-technological advances, maintaining 
and improving product quality, raising labor productivity, reducing production 
costs and raising profits. Some units have adopted new methods in the payment of 
plecework wages by assigning collective contracts for each trip to sea (the Con Dao 
Fishing Enterprise), closely linking the wages of the individual to the quantity and 
quality of the final product and closely linking the results of each person's work 
to the results of the implementation of the plan by the entire unit (such as the 
Lightbulb Factory, the Rang Dong Thermos Bottle Factory and the Pho Yen Bearing 
Factory). However, full agreement has not been reached concerning the method of 
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evaluation to be employed, awards and penalties. We feel that the responsible 
agencies should conduct thorough research and should, if they find that these are 
good methods of operating, inoorporate them in regulations promulgated by the state 
@o that they oan be more widely applied depending upon the characteristics of the 
situation at enterprises. 


At present, state-operated industrial enterprises are being restricted by sone 
Planning and management regulations. Facts have shown that the plan, po.icies and 
regulations are very closely interlinked, therefore, improvements in planning 

must be closely linked to widespread improvements in management policies and 
regulations. Following the adoption of the resolution of the 6th Party Plenua, 

new directions wre charted for enterprise operations; however, not all of the 
policies that are needed have been adopted, consequently, state-operated enterprises 
have had their "hands tied" at a time when the private and individual econoay 


is not being tightly managed and is causing disruptions. The problem we face is 
that the management agencies on the upper level must display greater responsibility 
toward the basic level and must promptly support this level in order to bring about 
a new change and develop the potentials of the basic level well. For exaaple, 
there is a significant number of problems regarding the plan t must be researched 
and resolved, problems related to the methods for formulating plans, the assignment 
of norms and the balancing of production support factors. 


The system of legal norms should be simple in nature, not in terms of the nuaber 
of norms, but in terms of the scope and content of norms in order to insure that 
they are consistent with each type enterprise. Only in this way can the legal 
norms assigned by the upper level reflect all the necessary economic factors. 

The system of legal norms should only consist of norms that reflect the primary 
objectives, primary tasks and primary products that aust be controlled by the upper 
level and reflect troader indepenmience for the lower level. The legal norms that 
are assigned must be balanced and well coordinated, must be sound and realistic. 
We should reduce the number of quantitative normson material resources and increase 
the number of qualitative norms that reflect the productivity, quality and economic 
returns of production and business. Besides the legal norms, it is very necessary 
to increase the number of norms used in making computations and directed norms 

in accordance with the requirements of professional management, of the management 
of technology, production and business. These norms are not compulsory in nature, 
but only serve to provide guidance; their implementation is encouraged by the state 
through the use of the various policies on economic levers. As regards the methods 
of computing these norms, there must be specific guidance for each type enterprise 
and each type of industry; we must differentiate between enterprises that have a 
high level of management and planning and enterprises that have a lower level. These 
methods of computation are not only purely professional measures, but also embody 
the smooth coordination of common principles and the specific characteristics of 
our country's economy and reflect the economic policy of the party in each planning 
period. At present, there is a rather large number of norms, which were computed 
by the method now in use, that have had a negative impact and need to be revised, 
such as the norms on the total output value of the machine industry (and on products 
turned over to the central level by ton), labor productivity, a number of items in 
the structure of production costs by using the method of computing enterprise plan 
norms in accordance with the resolution of the 6th Party Plenum, which permits the 
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expanded production of products “outside the plan" assigned by the upper level, 
by permitting the use of commercial cost accounting, etc. Revising the methods 
by which norms are computed will surely have the effect of heightening the spirit 
of initiative and creativity in the production and business of the basic unite, 
provide incentive for the full use of discarded materials and rejected products, 
the reconditioning of machine components and parts and the production of new 
products from domestic raw materials, surplus supplies and raw materials that are 
not exclusively managed by the state and prevent deviations that aight occur. 


Ae regards the artisan and handicraft cooperatives, we should reduce the soope of 
the products that are produced under contracts with the commerce sector, iaprove 
the regulations on contract production and the ordering of goods and expand the 
sale of raw materials and the purchase of products, which will have a major impact 
in developing the initiative and creativity of cooperatives in the effort to make 
full use of raw materials and develop new products. On the basis of completing 
the plan assigned by the state through economic contracts and completing their 
task of delivering products to the state, cooperatives should have the authority 
to arrange every aspect of their plan and properly carry out the management of 
products and distribution within the cooperative. Within the artisan and handicraft 
cooperative sector, the extent and scope of planning should be very flexible in 
order to comply with the production incentive policies and regulations andi the 
laws of the state and have the effect of developing every economic capability of 
each unit. We should not automatically apply exactly the same norms to each type 
cooperative within the different sectors, trades and localities or to cooperatives 
that have different levels of management. 


The agricultural production cooperatives play the decisive role in the effort to 
resolve the present grain and food problem but the concern for improving planning 
within agricultural cooperatives is very slight. There is a tendency to employ the 
same planning methods for cooperatives that have different levels of management 

and planning (the differences in the levels of management and planning are even 
rather significant in the lowlands); these methods of planning employ detailed 
charts, norms and methods of calculation that frequently demand very detailed 
calculations that cannot be made in view of the present level of cooperatives. 

One major problem faced at this time is establishing the relationship among the 
state, cooperatives and farmers in the production and purchasing of grain and food 
products. We maintain that the grain obligation of farmers to the state (through 
taxes and a stable level of purchases through two-way contracts) should be set at 
a reasonable level that provides incentive for the cooperative to operate well and 
should involve a two-way obligation (the purchase of grain and the sale of supplies 
and goods under two-way economic contracts). The two-way economic contract 
relationship between the state and farmers is a commodity trade relationship; although 
it is not the commodity-money relationship that exists under capitalism, it is still 
necessary to compute the value of the goods traded and necessary to be fair in this 
commodity trade relationship. At present, there are types of supplies ani consumer 
goods that farmers need but the state does not have many of these supplies or 
consumer goods with which to trade with farmers; consequently, it is necessary to 
raise the matter of read justing the commodity fund among the various regions of the 
country and strongly reducing the supply of consumer goods within state agencies 

in order to allocate goods for trade with farmers. The planning of consumer goods 
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commerce bo ward distribution in accordance with labor: 
with the exception of a small number of essential consumer goods, the quantity of 
goods supplied to a locality aust be commensurate with the quantity of agricultural 


One matter of very important significance at this tine actively supporting the 


ia 
task set forth by our party of building the districts is the plan of the district. 
In our opinion, this matter should be handled within a work 
centralised guidance and is staffed by competent cadres; the various sectors shwld 
be mobilised to work on this matter together in a manner coordinated with the 
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Experience has shown that 
on district planning and i 
and objectives of planning that have been approved in orde 
industrial (or agro-fishing, agro-forestry-industrial and 
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of 
province and municipality. As a result, it very incorrect to formulate the plan 
of the district in a closed-cycle style, in a manner in which it is not closely 
linked to the planning and plan of the province or municipality. On the tasis of 
the actual situation at this time, the district plan should concentrate on the 
following: 


+ 


--Developing agricultural production (or agricultural production-fishing, 
agricultural production-forestry), the center of which is resolving the grain 
problem; every district must make the greatest possible effort to establish a 
grain balance with ite area ami, at the same time, fulfill ite obligation to 
contribute to the entire country well; 


--Developing consumer goods production primarily on the basis of domestic and 
local raw materials (including both int-etry and the artisan and handicraft trades); 


~-Distributing, managing and using labor in coordination with developing the 
existing potentials within the district; however, attention must be given to not 


influencing the labor balance of cooperatives, especially during busy agricultural 
seasons; 


~-~Intensifying purchasing activities and activities to control the sources of goods 
and intensifying export activities and the mobilization of goods to insure the 
fulfillment of the district's obligations to the pmvince, municipality ani central 
leve] and meet the needs of everyday life and the national defense system within 
the district. 

















Within the district plan, it is necessary to closely link task norms with the 
measures pertaining to the application of sclence and technology within production, 
investments in capital construction, the supplying of materials, equipment, labor, 
the wage fund and so forth in 4 well coordinated manner to insure the laplementation 
of the plan, with lmportance attached to successfully establishing such important 
balances as the grain balance, the labor balance and the arable land balance within 


The planning of the district level is 4 new matter; the establishment of the 
district level as a comprehensive planning leve) must be carried out gradually, 
carried out in 4 manner consistent with the level of development of production forces 
and the level of management of the district corps of cadres. For the next several 
years, the district plan should focus on the matters mentioned above instead of 
trying to embrace many different matters (as though the district were a small 
province). It is particularly important at this time to provide a strong force 

of competent cadres to the district level and for the building of the district 
economy. 


Balancing the Plan in a Centralised, Well Coordinated ani Realistic Manner 


Bvery economy can establish its own relative balance by means of reasonable 
relationships during each period of time based on the specific conditions that 
exist during each period of history. Our economy is still underdeveloped and 
seriously imbalanced; at present, production is increasing slowly, the population 
is growing rapidly and, although favorable factors are the basic factors, we cannot 
give light attention to the unfavorable factors that exist. Over the lone range, 
our country's economy can only achieve a stable balance when we construct the 
material-technical tases of socialism. However, during each planning period, 

we oan gradually improve the lack of balance by means of plans and policies and 
steadily advance toward a stable, sound balance. Conversely, it is quite possible 
that we will create unnecessary balances. Therefore, establishing the balances 
of the plan is a very important matter. Bxperience has shown that when plan norms 
are not high there is ample ability to implement them. However, sometimes, when 
formulating plans, the failure to fully calculate and balance the various measures 
for implementing the plan makes it impossible to implement plan norms, even though 
they might be very moderate in nature. 


In balancing the plan, it is first of all necessary to have a deep understanding 

of and insure the gradual establishment of the sodern industrial-agricultural 
economic structure of our country in accordance with the line of the party. In the 
immediate future, plan balances must insure the fulfillment of the task of 
accelerating the production of grain, food products, consumer goods and export 
goods. The potentials in labor, arable land and natural resources must be developed 
as highly as possible in order to maintain these balances. Everyone is in agreement 
on the points mentioned above but experience has shown that, in the present 
situation, on a nationwide scale, as well as within each locality, efforts must 

be focused on establishing well coordinated, realistic balances for key objectives 
in order to overcome decentralization, averagism and the practice of allocating a 
little of this and a little of that to each ministry, general departaent and locality. 
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et we can give Light attention \ Lapreving planning methods because these

making ea0h of Uese decisions and incorporating thes in plan norms, it is necessary 
wo have different economic-teohnical plans, to compare the econmaic returns of 
each plan and to select the econcmic-technical plan tat ie the best. This would 
completely replace the method of formulating plans with only one econoaic-technioal 
plan, not two, a8 4 result of which, it is impossible t aake comparisons and 
Gifficeult to reach scientifically based decisions; it would also eliminate the 
practice of formulating norms on the basis of subjective desires using simplistic, 
less than thorough claculations. To formulate economic-technical plans that are truly 
of value a6 te sclentific tesis for determining plan norms, it is, of course, 


necessary © employ progressive concepte, sethods and tools and make use of the 
contributions of the mass of economic cadres and scientific-tschnical cadres. 


Recentiy, we have talked about progressive sethads, such as joint-sector balances, 
programs coordinated by objective and so forth, at great length. We suggest that 
we should make widespread use of such modern tools a6 mathemtical econmaics, 
cybernetics, electronic computers ani so forth, beginning, of course, on a low level 
ana in those sectom and fields ani at those places that have the necessary conditions. 
Experience has also shown that it le very necessary to consider social matters as 
well as economic matters in plans. Of the various seasures, it is necessary to give 
attention to the fact that balances not only encompass production forces, but 
production relations as well. Through the use of methods of systematic analysis, 
we will see relatively fully the various aspects and develop well coordinated, 
fealictic measures that are closely coordinated with one another in order to insure 
that common objectives are met, insure that plan norms have the firm basis needed 
t© be laplemented «hen we decide to estatiish them as legal norms. 


Te iasure tet balances are reliable, we gust aleo establish and perfect the 
ayetesn of the sclentific bases of planning, such as forecasts, the soning of areas, 
planning, economic-technical quotas, the various types of prices and so forth. 

#e have lore failed to attach appropriate laportance to these jobs, thereby making 
it more difficult to talance plans. 


All of the matters presented above lead to one very important fact, namely, in 
order t© insure that plans are balanced in a centralised, well coordimted and 
realistic ganner, we must resolve many problems, from concepts and understanding 
te methods, tools ani so forth, all of which demani that planning be very closely 
Linked to the other elements of the socio-economic mangement system of our country. 
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The Laprovement of planning cannot be carried out in an leolated manner but aust 

be carried out at the same time as and in a manner closely linked to the coordinated 
laprovement of these elements. Of course, as the start and the middle of the economic 
management system, planning gust show laprovemente first in order to create the 
conditions for and stimulate laprovementse in the other elements. Conversely, the 
other elements (policies, levers, the apparatus and cadres, especially cadres) will 
lay the foundation for plans to be firmly balanced and the foundation for insuring 
thelr laplementation. 


Over the past quarter century, the planning of the national economy in our country 
has clearly undergone laportant developments and recorded significant achievements. 
However, compared to the requirements of the revolution in the new stage, improving 
planning in & comprehensive manner ie 4 matter of very pressing importance. This 
ie leo 4 large matter, one related to many areas and elements in the economic 
management system. in this article, we have only presented a few thoughts in the 
hope of making 4 small contribution to our common thinking. We also realise that 
building a planning mechanism that is consistent with the characteristics of 

our country's economy in the initial stage of the period of transition from small- 
scale production to large-scale socialist production is a very complex matter 
because the economy iteelf is very diverse and because we lack experience in planning 
and our planning cadres lack experience. This work will surely require many 

years before we oan reach a level of relative perfection. 


Our country's economy is encountering difficulties as it develops but also enjoys 
very basic advantages. Under the light of tho correct line of the party, our 
country's economy will surely overcome ite difficulties at an early date and make 
etrom, steady progress. A suitable ani effective planning mechanisa will make 
more than a small contribution to this change.

LAM DONG NEW BOONOMIC ZONE RECEIVES HANOI-ARBA FAMILIES

[Text | On 22 December, 99 households (439 people, including 214 workers) went to 
make homes in the Lam Dong new economic gone. They came from Phu Tho, Tu Liem, 

Gia lam, and Thanh Tri districts, and Hai Ba Trung, Ba Dinh, Hoan Kiem, and Dong Da 
wards. 


The wards, districts, villages, and cities assisted them. Especially, the city of 
Yen Vien gave each worker 300 dong and each person 150 dong. Although the district 
had not established a new economic sone fund, the Vinh Quynh cooperative in Thanh 
Tri District boldly used its funds to give each person 20 dong and 15 kilograms of 
rice. 


Therefore, during the first week of December 178 households (803 people, 387 
workers) left the municipality to build a new home area. During all of 1980, the 
Hanoi new economic gone in Lam Dong received 463 households, with 3,301 people and 
2,104 workers, who arrived to produce and build new lives. 


Especially, this year the Lan Tranh sub-sone created four new agricultural and 
forestry cooperatives made up of people from the districts of Dan Phuong, Hoai Duc, 
Phuc Tho, and Thach That. The district party committee and the People's Committee 
guided the setting up of management boards, the drafting of production plans, and 
area surveys, in order to draft a plan for expanding and for receiving people who 
will come to earn livings in 1961. Dan Phuong District has drafted a plan to set 
up three cooperatives in the area of Con Phang extending to the terrace of the Da 
Dang River during the first quarter of 1961. They will total 210 households.

HANOI'S POLICY TOWARD DEALING IN EXTRA-PLAN GOODS DISCUSSED

[Article by Nguyen Con, Deputy Director of the Commercial Bureau: “How Does the 
Commercial Sector Do Business in Goods Produced Beyond the Plan?" | 


(Text ] Editor's Note: At present, the municipal commercial sector, in addition to 
striving to assure the essential goods and serve the cadres and workers, is expand- 
ing ite dealing in many kinds of goods produced outside the plan. The newspaper 
HONOI MOI recommended that comrade Nguyen Con, Deputy Director of the Commercial 
Service, discuss that matter with our readers. 





The municipal commercial sectvr, implementing Resolution 26 of the Council of 
Ministers and the resolutions of the Council of Ministers regarding circulation and 
distribution, is carrying out its work in two ways: 


-- Assuring the supplying to adres and workers, in amounts stipulated by the state, 
of such essential goods as fish, meat, salt, dipping sauce, vegetables, fuel, 
Sugar, Cloth, soap, etc. 





-- Stepping up state purchasing in order to control the supply of goods, expanding 
business in goods produced beyond the plan, organising the ordinary retail sale of 
goods that can be developed contributing to managing the market, stabilizing 
prices, stabilizing currency, and meeting the many needs of the people. 


In the newspaper HANOI MOI we once discussed the responsibility, direction of 
struggle, and methods of the sector in order to carry out the first mission. This 
time we would like to discuss some tasks the sector has performed and will perform 
to fulfill its second mission. 


Goods produced outside the plan have been dealt in since the beginning of 1979. 
The corporations in the sector, on the basis of helping stimulate production, have 
organized the development and purchasing of many goods both within and without the 
plan. The sector set up a new corporation which specialized in doing business in 
goods outside the plan: the Combined Commerce Corporation. Resolution 26 more 
clearly presented the direction of that work. 


During its 2 years of its activity -- 1979 and 1980 -- the sector achieved intial 
progress in dealing in goods beyond the plan. In 1979 it purchased nearly 81 
million dong worth of goods. In 1980 that figure increased to more than 100 mil- 
lion dong. 
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At present, nearly all of the commercial unite in the sector, inoluding the corpo- 
rations and the marketing cooperatives, are strongly promoting the ordinary buying 
and selling of many products produced beyond the plan, from such industrial pro- 
ducts as plastic, aluminum, leather, and rubber goods, porcelain, glass, and con- 
sumer metal goods, and office supplies, to construction materials, wooden products, 
rattan and bamboo products, agricultural products, and foodstuffs. 


With regard to the consumers, commerce in goods produced beyond the plan reflects 
the flexibility of state commerce and ite slogan of remaining close to the people's 
lives, With regard to production, that has clearly contributed to promoting pro- 
duction and stimulating the circulation of goods. 


At present, on the basis of the tasks it has performed, the sector is analysing 
its good points and deficiencies, and is gaining the experience necessary to sup- 
plement continued progress. 


This year, the sector will concentrate its efforts on expanding commerce in many 
products, in addition to the existing ones. We will expand our service activities. 


Our way of posing the problem is as follows: the needs of life are varied. Since 
difficulties are still being encountered in production, the supply of goods is 
limited. The state can only meet some, not all, of the needs of cadres and 
workers. Commerce must endeavor to meet the remaining needs by supplementing the 


supply of goods. 


We will purchase agricultural products and foodstuffs produced outside the plan 
by the peasant households, agricultural cooperatives, and state farms, after they 
have fulfilled their obligations, at negotiated prices, in order serve customers 
at guaranteed commercial prices. 


On the basis of exploiting raw materials outside the plan, we will organize the 
contracted-out production of dipping sauce in order to sell that product on a 
regular basis beside the other food products produced beyond the plan. At present 
we have four stores which sell products produced outside the plan, and will soon 
add four more. 


We will seek the assistance of Echelon 1 and of the relevant sectors, and will 
expand the exploitation of many sources in order to have more blankets, mosquito 
nets, cloth, rice, wool, leather and the industrial products. 


With regard to our sector, the explansion of commercial dealings in goods produced 
outside the plan and the organization of a network to sell such goods on a 

regular basis is a basic reorientation. In carrying out that task we will go all- 
out to develop its own efforts, while also ardently hoping for the positive sup- 
port, close cooperation, and all-out assistance of the echelons and sectors. 
Specifically, we very much desire support, coordination, and assistance in order 
to overcome difficulties regarding plan norms, labor norms, capital, cash, etc.

HANOI CHANGES WAY OF RATIONING FUELS IN JANUARY

[ Article: ''Changes in Way of Selling Fuels in January 1981''] 
[Text] Urban wards: 


1, Sales of fuel oil to households of workers and civil servants, and those per- 
sons considered as workers and civil servants, having fuel cover (of ration book) 
for 1981 puschases of fuels of all kinds in urban Hanoi (without X stamp on it): 


- For covers of family households and covers of urban households having one per- 
son or more (from A to E), the amount of oil to be sold in January 1981 temporar- 
ily rernains the same as that in December 1980. Households having such fuel 
covers and wanting to buy charcoal and firewood for stoves can also buy them. 
Prices of charcoal and firewood remain the same -- supply prices. 


- For fuel covers of workers and civil servants who really cook their own meals 
bearing ‘urban ward ration coupons" stamps on coupon stubs, 2 liters of oil ar. 
allowed in January. 


2. Sales of charcoal or sawdust along with firewood for stoves (amount in January 
1981 remaining the same as in December 1980) to other family households having 
one person or more (covers from A to E) and fuel covers for 1981 purchases of 
fuels of all kinds, with X stamp in everycoupon square: prices of charcoal and 
firewood remain the same -- business protection prices. 


Former rural districts: 


Family households of workers and civil servants in Dong Anh, Gia Lam, Thanh 

. and Tu Liem Districts and nonagricultural households in the three towns of 
Gia Lam, Yen Vien and Van Dien in the long run will switch from using fuel oil 
to using primarily charcoal, firewood, sawdust or rice husks. However, 
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wherever and whenever there is not enough charcoal and firewood to sell, ae in 
January 1961, part of the fuel to be sold ie ofl, and the rest charcoal and fire- 
wood, Actual rationing is ae follows: 


1, Family households of workers and civil servants having ‘high-level collec- 
tive’ fuel covers can also buy oil just like the urban households. 


2. Workers and civil servants of the collectives that really cook their own meals 
having fuel covers stamped ''district, town ration coupons'' can buy 2 liters of 
oil in January 1981, 


3, Families of workers and civil servants having 1981 rural fuel covers (without 
red stripe) marked A and B, with | and 2 persons in a household, can buy fuel 
oil in the same amount granted a household of 3 or more (covers C, D, E, etc.), 
or buy part of the fuel as oil (3-person households: 9 liters /month; 4-persons - 
or-more households; 10 liters /month) and the rest charcoal and firewood for 
stoves a6 usual. The quantities to be sold in January 1981 are the same as in 
previous months, with charcoal and firewood prices being supply prices. 


4. Nonagricultural households doing free business in the three towns of Yen Vien, 
Gia Lam and Van Dien having 1981 fuel covers marked Al to E, with X's stamped 
in all five squares of all months, can buy charcoal, firewood and sawdust at 
business protection prices. 


The new rural districts and towns continue to sell fuels as usual, i.e., charcoal, 
firewood or sawdust, to 1981 fuel covers with red stripes. Households having 
fuel covers without X's stamped in all five squares/month buy charcoal and fire- 
wood at supply prices. Households having covers stamped with X's in all five 
squares/month buy charcoal, firewood and sawdust at business protection prices.

[Summary] "According to the General Statistics Department, as of mid-March, 

1.58 million hectares or more of winter-spring rice have been planted throughout 
the country, fulfilling 90 percent of the plan norm. The northern provinces have 
planted nearly 1.1 million hectares, or 95 percent of the plan norm, while 600,000 
hectares or so were planted in the southern provinces, achieving more than 80 
percent of the plan norm." 


Although the season for transplanting the rice crop has expired, people in some 
localities are still trying to plant the rice crop on the remaining area. "In 
the past 10 days, 32,000 additional hectares of rice have been planted in the 
northern provinces and cities. The transplanting of spring rice still continues 
in Quang Ninh, Cao Bang and Lang Son provinces. Provinces in the midlands and 
lowlands have basically completed the transplanting." 


Some 20,000 hectares in the former fourth region provinces are still left fallow 
because of irrigation problems. This area will be planted with subsidiary food 


crops. 


The second weeding has been completed on 40,000 hectares of winter-spring rice 
in the northern provinces, excluding Ha Bac, Hanoi, Hai Hung and Ha Son Binh, 
where only 50-70 percent of the cultivated area has been weeded for the first time. 


“Noteworthy is the fact that the area affected by insects was larger than that 

of the preceding 10-day period by nearly 20,000 hectares. More than 50,000 hectares 
of the Sth-month spring rice in the northern provinces and cities have been 
affected by insects. Rice armyworm, though not widespread, has appeared in several 
localities in Ha Son Binh, Hai Hung and Hanoi.” In other localities, stemborers 
are affecting the rice crop. 


The planting of winter-spring rice has been completed in the southern provinces. 
Peasants are caring for the planted area and reaping the early rice. “As of 
mid-March, more than 100,000 hectares of winter-spring rice have been reaped in 
the southern provinces." 
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Along with caring for and reaping the winter-spring rice, all provinces are trying 
to get seeds, capital, materials and manpower to plant the sumer-fall rice: 
"Nearly 30,000 hectares of summer-fall rice have been planted in Dong Nai Province. 
More than 10,000 hectares have been planted in Thuan Hai Province while a few 
thousand hectares have been planted in Kien Giang and Cuu Long provinces." 





"As of mid-March, nearly 900,000 hectares of subsidiary food, vegetables and 
industrial crops have been planted throughout the country, an increase of 40,000 
hectares or more over the same period last year. Thies figure accounts for more 
than 600,000 hectares of subsidiary food and grain crops, over 160,000 hectares 
of vegetables and legumes and over 110,000 hectares of industrial crops." 


Taking advantage of favorable weather conditions, the midland and mountainous 
people accelerated the planting of corn and manioc. "In the past 10 days, they 
planted 23,000 additional hectares of corn and 25,000 additional hectares of 
manioc. This accounts for 40 and 30 percent of the plan norms for corn and manioc, 
respectively." 


Although the season for planting winter-spring subsidiary food, vegetables and 
industrial crops in the south is nearing an end, the cultivated area of such crops 
is still very low. "The areas planted in manioc, sweet potatoes and corn are, 
respectively, 65, 50 and 20 percent of the plan norms." 


According to the forecast of the Hydrometeorological Department, during the next 
10 days the weather will be favorable for agricultural production. All localities 
are therefore required to urgently carry out the following tasks well: 


1. Concentrate efforts on fertilizing and weeding the Sth-month spring rice in 
the northern provinces, while intensively caring for subsidiary food crops. 


2. Protect the winter-spring rice in the southern provinces while preparing 
adequate facilities and manpower to quickly reap the ripe winter-spring rice; and 
try to plant the summer-fall rice and other subsidiary food, vegetable and industrial 
crops on schedule. 


3. Quickly detect and eliminate pockets of epidemics among the livestock, especially 


hogs, and establish plans to restore the herds of pigs in the wake of recent 
epidemics.
